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Continuation of Box 1 1. Applicant's arguments filed on June 22, 2005 have been fully considered but are not persusive. For the rejection 
of claims under 35 (JSC 112, 1st para. Applicant argues that the scope of the term "GABA analogs" and "NK1 receptor antagonists" are 
well recognized in the art. Applicant submitts two publication that elaborate on assays for isolating high afinity NK1 receptor antagonists, 
and test methods for identifying GABA analogs, (see Remarks at page 4). As previously eluted on record, Applicant's arguments are not 
commensurate with the scope of the claims. The claims are not directed to methods of identifying the employed compounds. Rather, the 
claims are directed to "methods of treating pain by employing any NK1 receptor antagnoists and GABA analogs." The rejection hinges on 
the ambiguity as to which of such compounds have been enabled in the instant specification for treating chronic pain. Accordingly, the 
entire scope of the claim has not been enabled. Further, the fact that NK1 antagonists and GABA analogs must undergo an identification 
process prior to their employment in the instant claim, is viewed as evidence of the unpredictability in the art as to the possible suitable 
candidates. Thus, Applicant's arguments are not persusive. With respect to the rejection of claims under 35 (JSC 10 3(a) Examiner states 
that Applicant's arguments are not commensurate with the scope of the claims. The methods instantly presented are not directed to any 
degree of relief to quantify the synergistic effects or degree of relief. Thus, the rejection is maintained
